DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Blish, II 

..(USP 5,914,873) in view of Hu (USP 5,938,769). Blish describes an array of voltage 

regulators (220a-220n) connected in parallel, and a having a first voltage regulator that 

accepts a first power demand that is lower that the second power demands which would 

be greater. Blish discloses the claimed device except for having differing load power 

-demands rates. Hu discloses that it is known in the art to provide a having differing load 

power demands rates. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art 

at the time the invention was made to provide the an array of voltage regulators (220a- 

220n) connected in parallel of Blish with the provide a having differing load power 

demands rates of Hu, in order to provide a more diversified and power supply system 

capable of handling load and power demands of the circuit. 



Response to Arguments 

-2. Applicant's arguments filed 7-24-06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
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(i.e., the "observed microprocessor gates counts and clock speeds increase, improved 
methods and apparatus for supplying not only high current at low voltage but also 
supplying high current at high speed and low voltage are desired") are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

3. In response to applicant's arguments, the recitation of a "tiered power regulation 
system" has not been given patentable weight because the recitation occurs in the 
preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely 
recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body 
of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the 
process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 
F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 
USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951).
